But there Is danger in seeing the creation of new 
‘ities as 2 cure-all for urban growth. They are costly, 
olfer limited opportunities for citizen participation 
and divert provincial funds and energy from what 
should be done — improving existing metropolitan 
areas where growth is occuring and will continue to 
bent. 

‘There are problems with bigness, Tut there are 
‘also virtues, Without a large enoagh population, for 
‘example, you can’t afford universities, sports stadl- 
ums, thealres or modern tranait systems. 

Queen's Park would do well to remember that 
new ciltes may be one prescription for urban growth, 
ut new citles alone will do nothing to aaive the 
aches and pains of the real growth centres such as 
‘Metro Toronto.
